camp for the second day’s march on 
their way to the nation’s capital. 
Rev. Cox left his followers at the 
camp only long enough to seek food 
and shelter for those who wander­ 
ed into the city proper. 
At one time during the night 
Huntingdon was swamped as the 
men, wearied of their damp and 
sodden beds on the ground, flocked 
into the town.

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PHANTOM HOPES AND FEARS 
:

»H1S time of year tends to make people philosophic. 
So it is 
j a good time for those who tend naturally to rush from ex­ 
treme to extreme— and most of us Americans are like that. The 
text for this little meditation is taken from an article by Walter 
Lippmann, about business disappointments, in which he says: 


I 
“ We are magnifying our losses because we had inflated our 
gains. 
The memory of those phantom profits haunts us, and 
his established in our minds a wholly false measure of what we 
have the right to expect. 
“ It has been the false standard of what is normal that has, 
during the disappointment of this last year, exaggerated out of 
ail proportion our real loss and our real perils/’ 
In other words, a lot of us have been glooming over mis­ 
fortunes that really never happened, just as previously we ex­ 
ulted over imaginary good fortune. 
We overdo our hopes and 
our despairs, and don’t see straight in either case. 
One's psychological state is important. There should be a 
limit to exaggerated hopes and fears. Don’t demand too much, 
and then you won’t be so disappointed. Get a sane line on nor­ 
mality. W e’ve been taking the abnormal as normal. When we 
were on top of the economic cycle, there was no more bottom; 
when we dropped to the bottom, there was no more top. 
It's right, and it’s sound psychology, to aim at the top. But 
it is better psychology, when we miss the top, to be pleased with 
hitting just a little above the average. 
God save us all from 
booms and panics, from boom and panic mentality! 
There is 
a happy medium. 


THREE RUFFIANS 
Tokio is prompt to apologize. Probably a vague but genuine dis­ 
like of America and Americans inspired the three Japanese soldiers who 
assaulted United States Consul Chamberlain at Mukden. Japan knows 
that the sentiment of the United States is strongly opposed to her war 
of conquest in Manchuria, and the consequent resentment is but thinly 
disguised by diplomatic courtesy. The men who assaulted Chamberlain 
were not diplomats. They battered the consul because he was the repre­ 
sentative of a thoroughly disliked nation. 
Most Japanese soldiers are too well disciplined to indulge in such 
an outbreak, y The three at Mukden ceased to be soldiers and became 
primitive and cowardly ruffians when they beat a defenseless foreigner. 
Because of this disgrace to Japanese militarism, if for no other 
reason, the three will undoubtedly be punished. Though America may 
be disliked the Japanese will not condone an episode so detrimental to 
their military prestige $yid national honor. 
Inasmuch as Washington demands no more than the punish­ 
ment of the three there is every likelihood that there will be full and 
speedy satisfaction.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

THE STATE IN PARENT ROLE 
It is hardly a square deal to parents to persuade them that their 
duties and responsibilities toward their children have been taken over 
by governmental and welfare agencies and then, when the children turn 
out badly, berate the parents for neglectfulness. 
There has been apparent for a number of years a process of tak­ 
ing out of the parent’s hands the guardianship of the Child. More and 
more have Juvenile courts, the schools, welfare agencies, movements a n d . 
organizations assumed responsibility for the physical, moral and mental 
well-being of the nation’s children, especially in the more populous areas. 
As a consequence, some parents have lost their sense of respon­ 
sibility and their children have ceased to recognize parental authority. 
To criticize parents who have been encouraged to resign their child- 
raising duties to the state or public agencies is unfair. 
The accusation that the children of this generation are more in­ 
corrigible than those of former generations can only be accepted as an 
admission that the tremendous amount of child welfare work done in 
recent years has been more harmful than beneficial. 
Even though the younger generation is more unruly and way­ 
ward—and there are many parents who. proudly claim that there was 
never a better crop of youth than the present—the advocates of the Spar­ 
tan theory of child raising prejudice their case by inveighing against the 
alleged indifference of parents and talking so loudly of the unruly state 
of the youth of today.

With rare exceptions, American communities large and small aspire 
for larger population and greater territorial size. Among cities and towns 
and even hamlets of nearly equal size there exists keen competition, and 
census figures are as eagerly awaited as the umpire’s decision in a ball 
game.

It is as important to the community to guard against the disad­ 
vantages of bigness as it is to strive for bigness, and the place that grows 
wisely need not regret its greater size.

James M. Beck warning 
Senator James J. Davis of the dan­ 
ger of defeat unless he advocates 
repeal of prohibition. 
Although 
political 
Washington 
read into the Beck statement, in 
which he also urged Davis to retire 
in favor of William S. Vare of Phil­ 
adelphia, a declaration of war by 
thf* Vare organization, Rep. Ransley 
said the organization had taken no 
action. 
"In the first place there has been 
no talk of any candidate so far as 
the Philadelphia organization is con­ 
cerned,” said Ransley. 
“Mr. Beck 
under certain conditions might be 
a candidate. 
I have been absent 
from Philadelphia for a short time 
but I ?ssume no one has authority 
to speak for the organization. How­ 


ever, I believe Philadelphia wiU de­ 
mand a wet candidate.” 
Rep. Beers, a dry, disagreed with 
Beck's statement that Pennsylvania 
demands a wet candidate. 
“I do not think that the senate 
as a whole is demanding repeal,” 
he said. 
Rep. Estep of Pittsburgh, although 
fa 
personally favoring repeal of prohi 
bition, said he believed that it was 
sufficient 
to advocate immediate 
return erf light wines and beer. 
“My opinion is that the person 
who advocates modification of the 
Volstead act is bound to reach the 
objective quicker than one urging 
repeal/’ he said. 
“The economic 
situation is the major reason for 
bringing beer to the front. 
“I believe if fSenator Davis and 
other congressmen pledged them­ 
selves to modifying the Volstead act, 
In order to bring in great revenue, 
the prohibition question would be 
solved, for the present at least.”

From time to time in this column 
I have emphasized the importance 
of training the child early in ade­ 
quate restraint, in order to guaran­ 
tee to him greater safety and hap­ 
piness, and to lay in his nervous sys­ 
tem a foundation for a wholesome 
regard for authority, in whomso­ 
ever that authority may be vested. 
I have repeatedly 
discussed 
this 
matter in relation to training for 
good citizenship. 
Nearly always, we who write to 
parents are taking the child’s part, 
and we need to make no apology 
for doing so. Nevertheless, parents 
have some rights, too, 
0 
consideration. 
Besides, 
cha<Jren 
need their parents, and they need 
parents who are healthy and well 
poised; young children, particularly, 
need their mothers. 
All too often 
conscientious 
mothers 
needlessly 
wear themselves out fo rth eir chil­ 
dren, slowly dying for them. Moth­ 
ers ought to live for their children 
and live well and happily as long as 
they can. 
. 
. 
. 
It is not the necessary physiol 
care of the children that wears the 
average mother out so much as it is 
the management. 
Of course, we 
have assumed in this column that 
the mother who best understands 
her child, who has large sympathy 
for him and carefully thinks about 
her problems, is the mother who is 
making her parental tasks easiest. 
Nevertheless, you and I know that 
there are hundreds of mothers at 
whom we have to marvel because of 
their sympathy with the child and 
infinite patience and efforts at un­ 
derstanding him, who are almost or 
entirely human wrecks, chiefly be­ 
cause they have lacked one thing, 
namely, the ability to make that 
child mind. 
Many of these great 
souls have been reading and be­ 
lieving that all training should 
come by way of positive suggestion, 
that physical force never should be 
applied, and that if they were even 
to spank the young child, they 
would, in the language 
of 
some 
writers, ‘ admit their failure.’’ Some 
such mothers, at their wit’s end 
with the child, have resorted to 
force and then have suffered terri­ 
ble remorse afterwards. 
Moreover, 
having done what they thought was 
wrong, and having done it at a 
time when they could not do it well, 
and at a time when the child was 
least likely to profit from it, they 
have been unsuccessful. Therefore, 
they are doubly convinced that they 
had been in error and that any em­ 
ployment of force whatsoever, in the 
training of the child is always bad. 
* * * 
The propaganda which for about 
a score of years has spread over 
this country under the guise 
of 
“science” and “psychology,” for let­ 
ting children do about as they 
please, “until they are old enough 
to be reasoned with,” attended by 
such condemning epithets as “brutes 


and baby beaters” applied to any 
who would »lay a hand upon the 
child, even to spank him, has had 
the effect of winning large numbers 
of parents to believe it literally. 
The result is that we have among 
the 
intelligentsia an almost un­ 
spanked 
generation copiously re­ 
cruiting our vast army of crimin­ 
als. 
In the meanwhile a great many 
mothers are going to an untimely 
grave, or spending years as neuro­ 
tics or patients in asylums for the 
insane. I cannot prove it, but I 
firmly believe many such victims 
are indirect products of this per­ 
nicious propaganda.

Amount Of Food Substance Needed To Keep 
Health, Strength, And Prowess Is

Proteins are absolutely necessary 
Ingredients of the diet. 
Our ov. n 
body is mostly protein, so we have 
to give it some of its own substance 
to keep it going. 
The question is, how much? That 
fc one of the things about which 
there is no widespread agreement 
among dietary experts. 
Many ex­ 
periments have been made to try to 
determine the lowest 
amount 
of 
protein on which a human being 
can subsist. The older figures place 
it at about 125 grams a day for a 
person weighing 150 pounds. 
Pro­ 
fessor Chittenden of Yale, however, 
kept men who were in active ath­ 
letic training on an intake of <3o 
grams (for the same weight.) 
This 
Experiment was carried out over a 
long period of time and with no 
diminution in the strength or prow­ 
ess of the athletes. 
Other experi­ 
ments have1 even put it as low a*> 
40 grams. 
But even more disagreement is ex­ 
pressed as to whether it is healthier 
to keep people on such low amounts. 
«Most of us on the ordinary Ameri­ 
can diet eat far more. Indeed, it is 
likely most Americans eat over 150 
grams a day. This is, however, part­ 
ly dependent on finances, the rich 
being the greater protein consumers. 
Chittenden thought that the closer 
one could get to 65 grams a day, 
The healthier he would be. 
, T h e re is, how ever, n o c e rta in evi­ 
d en ce th a t larg e am o u n ts of p ro te in 
do any harm. 
What is certain is that we cannot 
jjet along without some protein. We 
lose some every day and it must be 
Replaced.

All protein food substances do not 
contain them. 
Those which do contain all the 
amino-acids necessary to health are 
called complete, the others incom­ 
plete. Among those which are com­ 
plete are eggs, milk and cheese, soy 
beans, meat and brazil nuts. Those 
which are 
incomplete 
are 
navy 
beans, peas, wheat and rye. 
If you are planning on getting all 
your proteins from wheat or beans 
you are making a mistake. The mis­ 
take, however, is easily rectified by 
adding milk to these articles. 
So many combinations of foods 
can be made which are healthful for 
the person in good health that it is 
impossible to lay down hard and 
fast rules. I have been putting down 
this week the things that can be 
done with safety and the things that 
cannot be done with safety. Which 
of the things that can be done with 
safety you choose to do is not with­ 
in any dietetian’s province to ad­ 
vice you. 
Therefore. I do not say, 
“Eat no meat and get your protein 
from beans and bread and 
milk 
alone.” 
Nor do I say, “You must 
have some meat every day.” Either 
of these plans is perfectly healthful. 
It is pleasant that in the world of 
dietetics there is such a freedom of 
choice.

Going Down Grade 


Action Is Construed As Coast­ 
ing, Patrol Corporal 
States 


Corporal Lawton of the local sta­ 
tion of the State highway patrol 
today sounded a warning to auto- 
ists about free wheeling which in 
some instances is construed to be 
coasting, when an auto is descend­ 
ing a grade and is a violation of the 
vehicle code. 
Lawton said today: 
“A large number of inquiries have 
been received from motorists in re­ 
gard to free-wheeling motor vehicles 
and I wish to enlighten all concern­ 
ed, relative to the law pertaining to 
vehicles of this character. 
“The Vehicle code provides that it 
is unlawful to coast a motor ve­ 
hicle downgrade with the gears in 
neutral or the clutch 
disengaged. 
Free wheeling downgrade is con­ 
strued and interpreted to be coast­ 
ing; therefore, it is a violation of 
the code to free-wheel downgrade 
and the operator is subject to prose­ 
cution. 
“However, there will be no objec­ 
tion to free-wheeling on a level 
stretch of highway. 
It might also 
be well to mention that any free­ 
wheeling device which cannot be 
dropped back into conventional gear 
without any hesitation does 
not

HARRISBURG, Pa , Jan 6 - Gov­ 
ernor Gifford Pinchot of Pennsyl­ 
vania thinks the two major prob­ 
lema confronting the American peo­ 
ple today are: 1—“Handling the tre­ 
mendous situation created by the 
unemployed.” and 2—“getting ready 
to prevent another such depression 
as we have now 
from 
happening 
again.” 
“Over-concentration 
of wealth.” 
he believes is chiefly responsible. He 
vigorously advocates federal aid for 
f the jobless. He is opposed to a dote, 
so-called, but he thinks the govern­ 
ment should immediately borrow 
billions of dollars to meet the unem­ 
ployment crisis. He said the more 
he thinks of the proposition of the 
national government appropriating 
$5.000,000,000 to create work relief 
the better he thinks of it. 
Progressive And Dry 
Governor Pinchot, whose name 
has been mentioned as a presiden­ 
tial possibility, had “not a word to 
say” on politics. He is a progres­ 
sive Republican and a dry. 
His name has come up in con­ 
nection with the threatened third 
party movement. He refused, how­ 
ever, to make any comment on the 
third party talk and would not say 
whether or not he would head a 
third party ticket in the event 
a 
third party was formed. In 1912 
when the late Col. Theodore Roose­ 
velt led the famous "Bull Moose” 
movement, Pinchot was one of his 
strongest supporters. Pinchot has 
been a staunch progressive-Republi- 
can ever since. 
Is 66 Years Old 
Governor 
Pinchot 
is 
sixty-six 
years old but much younger looking. 
He is tall and spare, ruddy-cheeked, 
partly bald with a fringe of gray 
hair and a. gray mustache. He is 
mentally and physically alert and 
seems to have the vigor of a man of 
forty. 
Governor Pinchot told Interna­ 
tiona! News Service it is not enough 
simply to relieve the suffering of 
the unemployed and their families. 
He said it was “the obvious duty” of 
every unit of government to do what 
it can. 
“The efforts of all put together 
cannot be sufficient because the an­ 
nual payroll losses in this country 
are something like $10,000,000,000 a 
year” he said.“ In Pennsylvania the 
annual payroll loss is $1,000,000,000.

of what Mr. Hoover is doing na­ 
tionally in this respect” 
Pinchot said the thing he objects 
to in the Hoover-Gifford plan of 
relief is that it does not cover all 
the people of the nation. He added 
that in Pennsylvania about only one 
half are covered. In many cases, he 
asserted, the amounts to be raised

The governor said he is in hearty

Asked if he is in favor of a dole, 
Pinchot’s face clouded for a second 
as he said: 
“The people who are in the habit 
of opposing a government contribu­ 
tion call it a dole. But when con­ 
sidering the same kind of a state 
contribution or city contribution 
they do not call it a dote. 
‘Nobody is for a dole. I’m not, It 
is playing dirty ball to call a con­ 
tribution by the nation a dole and 
a contribution by the state not a 
dote.”

Indications point to city council 
joining with citizens in the protest 
before the Public Service commis­ 
sion against the P. & L. E. railroad 
which desires to discontinue rail­ 
road passenger service between the 
Erie railroad station, West Side, 
Gardner Avenue and the New Cas­ 
tle Junction.

Morrocean tribesmen have of 
mutiliating bodies, the men will go 
to any end to recover the bodies 
of their comrades who have fallen 
before an enemy onslaught, and will 
sacrifice their lives to prevent the 
body of an officer from falling into 
the hands of the enemy.
